History  of  101st  Regiment  Field  Artillery 

U.S. 

The  101st  Regiment  Field  Artillery,  United  States,  is  the 
First  Regiment  of  Field  Artillery,  Massachusetts  National  Guard, 
which  was  drafted  intact  into  the  Federal  Service,  August  5, 191 7. 
The  First  Massachusetts  Field  Artillery  was  organized  in  regimental 
formation  by  General  Order  No.  9,  of  the  Adjutant  General's  office, 
dated  February  26,  1916.  It  comprised  three  batteries  —  A  of  Boston, 
B  of  Worcester,  and  C  of  Lawrence  —  which  had  been  in  existence 
since  the  Civil  War,  as  the  First  Battalion,  and  as  the  Second  Battalion, 
the  Second  Corps  of  Cadets,  of  Salem,  a  very  ancient  organization 
which  had  existed  since  1785  as  a  battalion  of  infantry  but  which, 
under  the  Federal  reorganization  of  the  militia,  no  longer  had  standing 
as  infantry  and  was  reorganized  as  three  batteries  of  artillery.  The 
regimental  headquarters  company  and  supply  company  were  recruited 
and  detailed  from  the  two  battalions.  The  regimental  commander  was 
Colonel  John  H.  Sherburne,  who  was  elected  March  2,  1916. 

At  the  time  of  the  border  trouble  with  Mexico,  the  First  Massa- 
chusetts Regiment  was  among  those  called  on  June  19,  1916,  was 
mustered  into  Federal  Service  as  of  June  19,  1916,  left  Massachusetts 
for  the  Texas  border  on  June  27  and  28,  1916,  and  arrived  on  the 
border  July  4,  1916,  being  the  first  National  Guard  Artillery  regiment 
to  arrive.  It  was  stationed  at  Fort  Bliss,  near  El  Paso,  and  remained 
at  that  point  for  four  months,  the  last  detachment  being  mustered  out 
on  November  27,  1916. 

During  the  winter,  when  it  became  evident  that  a  break  with 
Germany  was  probable,  a  second  regiment  of  artillery  was  organized. 
Battery  B  of  Worcester,  and  Battery  C  of  Lawrence,  were  detached  to 
make  a  part  of  this  new  regiment,  which  was  located  in  the  Merrimac 
Valley,  in  Worcester,  and  one  battery  in  New  Bedford.    In  addition 
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to  the  officers  of  these  two  batteries,  the  first  regiment  furnished 
thirty-one  (31)  officers  for  the  new  regiment,  including  its  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  Thorndike  D.  Howe.  New  Batteries  B  and  C  were  raised  to 
take  the  place  of  those  detached,  the  majority  of  the  enlisted  men  coming 
from  Boston,  Brookline,  and  Newton. 

The  First  Regiment  was  called  into  the  Federal  Service  on  July  25, 
1917,  and  was  drafted  into  the  Federal  Service  on  August  5,  1917, 
becoming  the  101st  Regiment  Field  Artillery.  It  remained  at  Boxford, 
Massachusetts,  from  July  27  to  September  7,  when  it  left  for  a  port  of 
embarkation,  sailing  September  9,  arriving  in  England  September  23, 
and  arriving  in  France  September  2f),  being  the  First  National  Guard 
Regiment  of  Artillery  to  arrive  in  that  country.
